GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST ~ PARISH 
AND DEANERY MAGAZINES 

In September 1899 the following short notice 
appeared: “CASTLE GROUNDS — This historical 
and beautiful site has been taken by an enterprising 
body of parishioners for a recreation ground, which 
will doubtless prove a great boon to the inhabitants 
of the town. 

As early as 1879 various ‘town’ clubs held fetes and 
parties at the Castle Grounds and describe it as “the 
spot we all like”. I have chosen, at random, some 
of these Castle Grounds accounts. 

READING ROOM FETE: July 1884... There was a 
large attendance. Among the amusements were 
Athletic Sports, Rifle Shooting, Lawn Tennis and 
Dancing. Towards the close of the evening several 
Fire Balloons ascended. There was an excellent tea, 
to which a large number sat down in the Pavillion..” 
VOLUNTEER FETE. September 1886 in aid of 
funds for new targets for the Deddington 
Detachment of the 2”. Oxon Rifles. A good 
programme, including Bicycle and other Races, a 
performance on the High Trapeze and Dancing... an 
excellent tea was provided...” 

In July 1889 a slight shadow creeps over The 
Grounds with the following announcement: “We are 
informed upon good authority that, in future all 
parties using the CASTLE GROUNDS for fetes, 
will be called upon to pay the sum of £1.” Luckily 
by September of the same year, and in spite of the 
fee, the partying continues. 

SUNDAY SCHOOL TREAT: “The happy throng 
of children and teachers, headed by a band of music, 
paraded the town and wended their way to the 
CASTLE GROUNDS. A bountiful tea was provided 
and amusements of various kinds were indulged in, 
articles of clothing raced for, sweets scrambled after 
and buns distributed. The Grounds had been hired at 
a cost of £1.” 

Year after year Castle Grounds fetes are reported in 
glowing colours. Sadly my sources of information, 
the Parish and Deanery Magazines, stop in 1930. 
But wait, what joy ! In the year 2001 a merry group 
of DN workers and associates gathers on_ this 
historical and beautiful site to celebrate the DN’s 
25 th. birthday. During the speeches I am quite sure 
1 heard faint cheering and the strains of a band of 
music sounding down the ages and hovering full of 
approval over “the spot we all like”. Many thanks 
to the DN Committee for this novel yet very old- 
established treat.

DEDDINGTON'S MARKET SHAKES THE RURAL JEREMIAHS 

.First, there were the families waiting to cross at the traffic lights. Each family was holding a quantity of bags, 
full or empty depending on direction. Then into the Market Place. Every parking space was taken and 
relaxed chattering groups of people filled the whole area, densest by the stalls that clustered round the Town 
Hall. This chance to buy fresh local produce, conveniently and without recourse to a long car or bus 
journey, obviously filled a genuine need among residents - and among those from further afield. 

There were 8 accredited Farmers’ Market Traders and 10 Parish stalls. Many stalls sold out early and had to 
restock. Sausages, bacon, lamb, chicken, beef, vegetables, cooked dishes, cakes and buns skipped off the 
stands. George Fenemore went home for more honey. The Map Group did a roaring trade. Local crafts 
were popular, as were plants and seedlings. Geoff and Joan Todd raised money for Katharine House with 
their street organ. The Parish Church provided coffee for visitors who went on to explore the village. Young 
Luke Garrett came round with his Questionnaire on our market impressions. 

Local businesses profited from the influx and much ‘parish pump business’ was conducted among the 
brusselssprouts and outsize pumpkins. The fact that the occasion so successfully combined the two basic 
purposes of the traditional market — commercial and social — augurs well for its future. 

A vast amount of hard work has gone on behind the scenes since the idea was first mooted, only last June. 
Charles Newey (Chairman), Jackie Williamson (Publicity) and their fellow committee members have done a 
great job. There are imponderables of course (bad weather?) but the community as a whole is behind the 
venture and, I suspect, had far too enjoyable and successful a time on September 22 readily to lose this 
new/old addition to the rural calendar. 

On Sat. Oct. 27 Charles promises us more “commercial stalls (they will determine the long-term viability 
of the Market), eggs, apple juice and, hopefully, bread and venison.”

ON THE FARM ER 
The harvest, such as it was, is all in the barn and although the ~ as seatete 
yield on last year is down, the quality is very good. All of the oe oe 


milling wheat is well above standard and will command a price premium which will go a 
little way to help with what has been a very difficult year. 
We planted the oil seed rape at the end of August into perfect seed beds and 
preparations for next year's grain crops are well under way. 
The situation with the sheep is still very difficult and the latest edicts from the Ministry 
on animal movements will only add more confusion to an already desperate situation. 
We weaned the lambs at the end of August and now are hand feeding them in an 
attempt to get as many as possible away fat before the end of October when the grass 
will start to run out. At the time of writing, Oxfordshire is an ‘at risk' county and is 
subject to animal movements which will make the sale of ‘store’ lambs difficult. With no 
live auctions working it will be difficult to set a ‘trade’ or to find buyers. With farm 
gate lamb prices at an ali-time low and winter food stocks short we have reduced the 
ewe flock by some 25% for this next year in the hope that some sanity will return to the 
livestock sector. The sheep flock is only still here because we have some 130 acres of 
meadow land that cannot be ploughed. It is sad to think that Home Farm is the last 
farm in the Parish to have its own flock, especially when Deddington was a major centre 
for the sheep trade in the last century and many of the fine houses in the village were 
built by wool merchants who also extended and embellished the Church. But times have 
changed and quality British lamb has lost out to cheap imports and world trade 
agreements. 
Most of our summer visitors have now flown south for the winter but we still have one 
late brood of Swallows left in the barn and | hope that we have a good October so that 
they can get away. We cut the beans in mid-September and from the combine platform 
| was treated to a fantastic flying display by hundreds of Swallows and House Martins 
taking the insects disturbed by the combine. We are continually being told by the 
experts that because of modern farming methods the Skylark is in decline, but again 
from the combine | have seen a number of young birds. Unfortunately in the space of 
one afternoon | saw 3 taken by Sparrowhawks! 
Finally, we are being told by the Soil Association how organically produced food is much 
better for us and the environment and how damaging GM crops would be, so you can 
imagine my amazement, to say nothing of what | had to say (unprintable here) when | 
saw an advert by the Soil Association for an organic beer called Golden Promise. The 
beer is brewed from a malting barley variety called Golden Promise. The point of all this 
is that Golden Promise was bred by exposing an existing barley variety to gamma-ray 
radiation, so that the genes mutated - in other words, genetic modification!

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


The following is an edited extract from Jackson's Oxford Journal of 1863 included under the 
entries for Deddington:- 

At the village of Great Barford we regret to have to record the death of a young woman 
through the use of crinoline, and we cannot too strongly reprobate the extent to which this 
foolish and dangerous fashion is carried. The young woman, aged {7, had been standing at a 
table preparing a meal for her employer with her back to the fire, when it is supposed that 
the expanded dress must have gone close to the bars of the grate. in a moment the 
deceased was in flames and rushed upstairs, the result of which was that the flames from her 
dress ignited the bed curtains, a dress which was hanging up in the room, in fact everything 
there except the bedstead, which escaped with a charring. Singular to relate, the poor 
woman was saved by the daring courage of a young man of the village who at the risk of his 
life entered the room through the window and carried the poor woman away. The poor girl 
lingered for two days after the lamentable catastrophe, when she died, and an inquest was 
held, and a verdict returned of “Accidental death". We trust that the above melancholy 
occurrence will prove a warning to all who wear crinoline, especially those engaged in 
domestic duties.

FIRE SERVICE 


Fire calls : 24 calls received this month which were: 1 field of standing corn; 1 kitchen 
fire; 2 factory fires; 1 shop fire; 1 van fire; 1 railway embankment fire; 10 system false 
alarms; 2 false alarms with good intent; 1 malicious false alarm and 4 calls to stand by 
at other stations. This brings the total so far to 122 which is 28 more than this time 
last year. 

Crewing levels : Things are slowly improving. Richard Barron has passed his competency 
to ride and can now turn out on calls. This gives us 11 personnel but unfortunately only 
4 are available for all of the working day, which as | have said before is just a minimum 
crew. ideally we could do with another 3 or 4 for day cover, which would allow for 
sickness, holidays, etc. 

Fire Safety : The time is fast approaching when fireworks will be on sale and the 
organised events will be getting under way. Therefore | would urge everyone to follow 
the firework code. Read the instructions, using a torch; never throw fireworks; never 
-return to a firework that hasn't gone off; store all fireworks in a fire-proof box; light 
fireworks with a long taper. All parents please make sure that your children are aware 
of the dangers of fooling around with fireworks.

GARDENING NOTES 


At the end of the 18th Century a new vegetable was sent from 
Mexico to Spain, and from there to Belgium and England. The ‘ 

plant was called a Dahlia after the Swedish plant collector Andreas Dahl, and it suddenly 
became a great attraction, fashionable and expensive, not as a food but as a flower. By 
now there is no end of the varieties, ranging from singles to cactus, from little pom- 
poms to great big soup-plate sized specimens of all colours, shapes and sizes. They are 
certainly useful flowers. They fill a gap at the latter end of the summer and give colour 
until the autumn. They are pretty undemanding, grow in any soil, can put up with shade 
or direct sun and are much prized for flower shows. If you want to see a really stunning 
display of them, go to Chapman's Lane and look over the wall of the third house on the 
left. | have never seen so many huge flowers of all colours in a private garden. 

We have just discovered a cascade of Clematis Tangutica with masses of little yellow 
bells which has insinuated itself over the wall from Christopher Hall's garden. It looks 
lovely and we shall certainly encourage it. Coming from the opposite direction, Sue 
Parkinson has allowed her splendid Passion Flower to climb over the wall. The plant is 
covered with buds and we {ook forward to a lovely display for quite a while. 

Apart from that we have harvested our Greengages, probably the best crop we have ever 
had (which isn't saying much). The Blackberries have been picked and the Walnuts are 
beginning to fall. That means, | suppose, that we are getting into Autumn. But | think 
we have had a good summer: some rain, nice warm days, plenty of chance of sitting in 
the garden and having meals outside.

NEWS FROM CLIFTON 


The good news this month is that Southern Electric has at last buried the power lines 
underground between Clifton and Souldern. This means that swans are again free to fly 
up and down the valley without the risk of killing themselves on the power lines. It also 
means there should be a dramatic fall in the number of power cuts to homes in the area. 
More good news is that the County Council has quoted £12,000 for the work to the 
footpath on the main road. The Parish Council has already agreed to pay half the cost 
and it is hoped that work will begin in the Spring. If you would like to see the plans 
they are on display in the bus shelter. There are no plans to extend the path to Clifton 
Mill, which is disappointing. OCC says the extra work would cost up to £100,000. It 
costs the country nearly one million pounds for every fatal road accident and only 
slightly less for an accident involving serious injury. {f you feel strongly that the path 
should be taken down to the mill, write to the County Council with your views.
